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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claiml -14, 37, and 38, drawn to a composition comprising tyrosine, 
classified in class 514, subclass 567.

II. Claims 15, 16, 19, 22-25, and 27-32drawn to a method of controlling body 
weight for losing weight in an overweight animal, classified in class 424, 
subclass 439. 

III. Claims 15, 17, 20, 22-25, and 35, drawn to a method of controlling body 
weight for increasing body weight in an underweight animal, classified in 
class 424, subclass 439. 

IV. Claims 15, 18, 21, 22-25, 33, 34, and 36, drawn to a method for 
maintaining body weight of an animal, classified in class 424, subclass 
439. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and (II, III, and IV) are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the weight 
control can be achieved by using different compositions including ingredients other than 
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tyrosine (see for example McCleary US 6579866 which discloses the use of 
hydroxycitric acid, carnitine, biotin, a gluconeogenic substrate, coenzyme Q10, 
eicosapentaenoic acid, pyridoxine, alpha-lipoic acid, magnesium, and gymnema 
sylvestre (gymnemic acid), for losing weight). 

3. Inventions II and (III, IV) are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions have different effects because Group II causes losing 
weight, Group III causes gaining weight and Group IV causes maintaining weight. 

4. Inventions (III and IV) are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different effects because Group III causes increasing weight, 
Group IV causes maintaining weight while Group V causes losing weight. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Groups II, III, or IV restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on. the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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7. No telephone call was made to the Applicant because of the complex nature of 
the restriction requirement. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
